GERMAN PRINCE 
AS PEACE DOVE.

CLUSIVE DISPATCH.! 


MILAN, Nov. 3.—The news of the 
visit of Prince von Buelow, the ex- 
imperial chancellor, to Switzerland, 
and the further news that he is about 
to visit Spain have naturally led to 
reports that, he is acting as a dove 
sent by the Imperial Noah to ascer- 
tain whether at this time the Ger- 
man military successes would not 
justify negotiations for peace. 

This, according to information here, 
is more urgently needed by the cen- 


tral empires than by the  Entente 
allies. Notwithstanding the elaborate 


precautions taken by the central em- 
pires to prevent the outside world 
from becoming aware of the gravity 
of their imternal conditions, it is 
known that they lack many of the 
necessaries of life, such as milk, pe- 
troleum, leather, grease, cotton and 
rubber. In Austria and Germany the 
winter is looked forward to with 
dread by the great masses of the peo- 
ple, who fear more privations and 
hardships than they already suffer. 

It is pointed out that Berne is be- 
coming increasingly important as a 
political center. There Prince von 
Buelow will find Monsignor Mar- 
chetti, the papal delegate, whose os- 
tensible mission to arrange for the 
reception in Switzerland of wounded 
and sick prisoners has not been 
crowned with success,. notwithstand- 
ing his seven months’ residence. 
Many believe that his real mission is 
to prepare a way for the Vatican's 
intervention in favor of peace. 

Not only Sweden, but also Turkey, 
Japan and Bulgaria have or propose 
to have representatives at Berne, 
where the Swedish Minister, Count 
Albert Ehrensvard, who was formerly 
at Washington, is now regarded as the 
most tmportant of the representatives 
of the smaller neutral states, whose 
interests are gravely compromised by 
the European conflagration. 

Thus. while it is tmpossible to est!- 
mate the value of the various rumors 
afloat undoubtedly the Swiss capital is 
becoming a most important center, 
and may have a momentous influence 
on the future of Europe.

BRAND WHITLOCK 
IS COMING BACK. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE—EXCLASIVE DISPATCH. 

WASHINGTON BUREAU OF THE 
TIMES, Nov. —Brand Whitlock, 
United States Minister to Belgium, 
has been granted leave of absence for 
two months and is returning to the 
United States at once on the Holland- 


American liner Ryndam. 

It was said at the State Department 
that Mr. Whitlock has suffered a com- 
plete nervous breakdown as the re- 
sult of the strain he has been under 
since the outbreak of the war in 
Europe. It was emphatically stated 


that his return home at this time had 
nothing to do with the Cavell case, 
concerning which the German press 
showed considerable irritation and 
even asserted that Mr. Whitlock had 
been sent home. In other quarters, 
the opinion prevails, however, that 
Mr. Whitlock’s return has been hast- 
ened by this incident. 

As the representative of Great Brit- 
ain in Belgium, Minister Whitlock 
appealed to the German military au- 
thorities In Belgium for clemency in 
the case of Miss Edith Cavell. The 
report of Hugh Gibson, secretary of 
the American legation, recounting the 
efforts of the legation in behalf of 
Mies Cavell and the attitude of Ger- 
man officials in the matter, was pub- 
lished by the British government and 
caused a furore both in England and 
in the United States. 

It was explained that for the pur- 
poses of the Cavell case, Mr. Whitlock 
was the official representative of the 
British government in Belgium, and 
that the British were entitied to re- 
ceive his full report on the incident. 

Officials here were not in the least 
surprised that the publication of the 
report served to make Mr. Whitlock's 
position in Brussels somewhat diffi- 
cult, on account of the Irritation it 
caused German officials.

PARIS, Nov.

Briand, the new Premier, was most 
favorably received in both the Cham- 
ber of Deputies and the Senate, and 
a vote of confidence of 515 to 1 was 
given the government. The Premier's

 M. Renaudel, the Socidlist 
leader, in a speech declared that

France. 

This was taken to mean that the 
Socialists were opposed to the recov- 
ery of Alsace and Lorraine, and the 
Deputy’s utterances brought forth 
tumult and violent protests. 

Deputies Renaudel, Emile Constant 
and Rameil attacked the censorship 
and demanded that there should be 
entire liberty of the press on political 
questions. They protested against 
the exclusion from the troops at the 
front of any French newspapers on 
account of an expression of opposi- 
tion by it. 

Several interpellations, not essen- 
tially hostile to the Cabinet, but more 
in the nature of requests for guar- 
antees as to the policy of the gov- 
ernment, gave Premier Briand the 
occasion to show once more his mas- 
tery over the Chamber. 

BRIAND'S PERORATION. 


During his peroration, the Premier 
brought all the Deputies to their feet 
when he said: 

“France in this war is the cham- 
pion of the world. She is fighting for 
civilization and liberty. A durable 
peace can be given the world only 
when France and her allies have re- 
covered the liberty of the peoples in 
the enjoyment of their autonomy. 
Then why vain discussion? Grant us 
today unanimous confidence. Do not 
follow us blindly—and judge us by 
our acts.”’ 

“We are at war,” said the Premier. 
“The hour is for action. Only by close 
and incessant co-operation will vic- 
tory be obtained. Every one must 
accomplish his task. Once all re- 
sponsibilities are established, every 
fault, every failure, will be punished. 

“That is the programme of the new 
government. The government, aided 
by Parliament, must furnish all means 
to the army, whom we salute with 
emotion and pride. 

“With such an army, with euch a 
chief, with a navy "which so effica- 
clously supports it, all hopes are per- 
missible, and the country, assured as 
to the outeome of the war, will fol- 
low its developments with serenity 
and imperturbable calm. 

“This high standard of national 
conduct, which has been In evidence 
for fifteen months, obliges the gov- 
ernment to consider the question of 
the censorship. The government, with 
the collaboration of the press, will 
find in the application.of the laws the 
necessary reconciliations between lib- 
erty and authority. 

“We appeal to your co-operation. 
We know that your foremost iriten- 
tions are to second the action of the 
government. On its part the govern- 
ment is ready to accomplish the 
whole of its task and assume all re- 
sponsibility. 

“It is by a union of nations, the 
Parliament and the government, that 
we will pursue the war to the end, to 
a victory that will drive the enemy 
from all invaded territory. 

“France has not disturbed the 
peace. Resisting all provocations, she 
did everything possible to maintain 
it. It was premeditated aggression. 
She accepted war without fear, and 
she will not cease the struggle until 
the enemy has been mastered. This 
end the allied nations will reach by 
a close union. 

“We are in full accord with the 
British government concerning the 
conduct of military operations in the 
Balkans. France and her allies will 
never abandon the heroic nation 
whose resistance compels the admira- 
tien of the world. 

“The present enterprise of Germany 
in the Balkans attests the failure of 
that nation’s efforts in the principal 
theaters of hostilities. Thus because 
its offensive has been broken on the 
French front and on the Russian 
front it attempts this diversion. 

“Her hopes will be shattered. The 
central powers may postpone defeat, 
but they cannot prevent it. As for us, 
we are decided to go to the very end. 
We shall vanquish in the end.”

RUSH TROOPS 
TO AID SERBS.

LONDON, Nov. 3.—The vigorous 
support which Herbert H. Asquith, 
the British Premier, and Aristide Bri- 
and, the new French Premier, have 
promised Serbia seemingly is about to 
be realized. Besides the Anglo-French 
troops, including British cavalry, who 
already are in Southern Serbia, Brit- 
ish and French transports are arriv- 
ing daily at Saloniki and troops from 
them are being sent up the country 
immediately to attempt to check the 
Bulgarian march from Veles toward 
Monastir. Other transports, accord- 
ing to a Sofia dispatch, have landed 
troops at Kavala, a Greek port on the 
Aegean Sea, near the Bulgarian bor- 
der. At the same time, the diplomats 
continue their efforts to obtain the 
support of Greece and Rumania for 
Serbia, who fought with thesh in the 
last Balkan war. 

POSTTION OF SERBIA. 

As time pesses, however, Serbia's 
position grows more critical. The 
Austro-German drive from the north 
is proceeding slowly but surely, while 
two Bulgarian armies are approach- 
ing Nish, from which place the Ser- 
bian government has moved to Mis- 
trovitza, over near the Montenegrin 
frontier.

mollify ship owners on both coasts, 
and particularly on the Pacific Coast, 
who have complained in a flood of 
telegrams to the Department of Com- 
Merce and to the White House against 
the operation of the seamen’'s law, 
which is in full effect tomorrow. 
Most of the protests have come 
from the Pacific Coast, but ship own- 
ers on the Atlantic Coast also in large 
numbers have wired to Secretary Red- 
field and President Wilson that the 
operation of the law should be post- 
poned, not only in the matter of phys- 
ical examination of seamen, but prin- 
cipally the clause making it manda- 
tory for crews to understand the lan- 
guage of their officers. 
To all requests of this kind, the De- 
partment of Commerce has been deaf, 
officials in a public statement declar- 
ing that there can be no postpone- 
ment of the law. 
The announcement that ships will 
be allowed to depart from their ports 
tomorrow if the owners have en- 
deavored to comply With the law, is 
an indication of the hole the admin- 
istration knows itself to be in on ac- 
count of this statute. 
WILSON MUCH DISTURBED. 


Nothing has so disturbed the Wil- 
son admimistration since the Demo- 
cratic tariff ruined the Louisiana su- 
gar industry, as the immense number 
of protests against the seamen’s law 
which followed almost ingmediately 
on the heels of the attempt of Secre- 
tary McAdoo to “explain’’ why the 
law had put the Pacific Mail out of 
the trans-Pacific trade.

RIOTERS RULE 
WILKESBARRE. 


Street Cars are Destroyed and 
Many Persons Injured.

Riot and disorder greeted the efforts 
of the Wilkesbarre Railway Company 
today to operate trolley cars on its 
lipes that have been closed for three 
weeks by a strike of 335 employees. 
A dozen old cars, on which 300 strike- 
breakers had been placed with orders 
to run to the end of the lines and 
return to the public square, were 
wrecked by the rioters, and several 
persons were injured, none seriously. 
For a time the police were unable 
io preserve drder, but tonight they 
seemed to have the situation well in 
hand. 

In three suburbs the crowds as- 
sumed mob proportions and hurled 
bricks, cobblestones and scrap iron 
from near-by railroad yards, com- 
pletely wrecking several cars and 
forcing the crews to lie flat on the 
floor to avoid injury. The height of 
the disorder was reached at noon, 
when the mob set upon a squad of 
strikebreakers who had been rushed 
in automobiles to protect a suburban 
car about to leave the center of the 
city. All of these men were cut and 
bruised about the face and body, 
their hate and clothing were torn and 
the automobile was badly damaged. 
Upon the request of Mayor Kose 
officials of the company shortly after 
noon ordered the crews to take their 
cars to the barns. Guards were sta- 
tioned about the strikebreakers’ quar- 
ters in an old car barn tonight. 
Company officials declined to com- 
ment on the situation tonight, or to 
say whether they will make another 
attempt to operate cars tomorrow.

Through action of the Board of Su- 
pervisors yesterday a subscription of 
$35,000 from the county is assured 
for the continuation of the Panama-

Showing the locating of 133 new 
industries within the metropolitan 
district during the year ard the con- 
struction of new build! igs by forty- 
five concerns, a survey of the more 
outstanding achievements of the In- 
dustrial Bureau was issued yesterday 
by Commissioner Kinney. 

Los Angeles, as might be expec «4, 
leads the list with 112 industries lo- 
cated here within the year, though 
outside cities, particularly Long Beach, 
have had an unusual number of ac- 
cessions. Wspecially significant is the 
large number of industries that have 
either located in the San Fernando 
Valley during the year or have built 
new buildings. 
From pretzel plants to sunbonnet 
factories, the list of new industries 
runs an interesting gamut, with the 
fabricating of automobile accessories 
giving indications of becoming our 
most important industry. Makers of 
instrumefits used by the film-manu- 
facturing concerns are also multiply- 
ing, while canning in its various 
ranges of preserves, marmalades, jells 
and extracts is also becoming of the 
first importance in our industrial life. 
Four new tuna-packing plants in 
the vicinity of the harbor, as well as 
woolen mills and metal-making or 
fabricating concerns, are only some of 
the tidewater developments. In fact, 
the list, compared with that of last 
year, shows a growing tendency on 
the part of industries to seek loca- | 
tions where both water and land 
transit for raw material and products 
are assured.
